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Family forced out of 
home by court order

A SON who cared for both his 
parents while they battled 
cancer will be kicked out of the 
family home following a ruling 
at the High Court on 
Wednesday. 

Jack Jones moved into the 
council house in Duncombe 
Road, Luton, with his parents in 
1997, when he was aged 14. 

He now lives there with his 
civil partner, Phil Town, and 
Phil’s younger brother Jake, who 
suffers from diabetes. 

Jack’s mother died in 2012, and 
his father in May last year, both 
from lung cancer. 

Mr Jones said: “We put our 
lives on hold to care for them. 

“We could have sorted our own 
place and lives out but we chose 
to remain here.” 

Shortly before his father’s 
death, Jake Town also moved 
into the house. 

His parents’ deaths left Mr 
Jones, who himself suffers from 
depression, in a very weak posi¬ 
tion as he had no legal right to 
take over his parents’ tenancy of 
the flat. In August last year - just 
three months after his father 
died - the council served him 


with a notice. Mr Jones said: 
“Ever since my dad died it feels 
like we’ve been fighting the 
council. Why should I give up 
my own home?” 

According to the court, Luton 
Borough Council (LBC) had 
‘legitimately’ decided that Jake 
Town was ‘not a permanent 
member of the household’ and 
that he was capable of living 
independently. 

Judge Roger ter Haar QC con¬ 
cluded: “In a better world, a ten¬ 
ancy of a two-bedroom property 
would be desirable in order that 
Mr Jones and his partner could 
provide support and compan¬ 
ionship for Jake Town. 

“However, the pressures on the 
council’s housing stock are 
acute and hard decisions have to 
be made.” 

A spokesman for LBC said: 
“Luton Council welcomes the 
court’s decision.” 

LBC added that there is a need 
for two bedroom houses in the 
town and that they have offered 
Mr Jones a one bedroom flat. 

Mr Jones’ sister, Theresa 
McKenna, has confirmed that 
they will be appealing the deci¬ 
sion to the council on account 
of mental health problems 
caused by the case. 
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Anger over 
housing plans 
on Marsh Farm 
playing fields 

PLANS to build houses on 
playing fields in a built-up 
area of Luton have been 
met with anger by local 
residents. 

Luton Borough Council 
wants to change the use of 
just over half a hectare of 
land at the north of the 
Lea Manor playing fields, 
in Marsh Farm. 

But disgruntled residents 
say it is the ‘only safe 
place’ for youngsters to 
play. 

A petition calling for the 
land to remain as a leisure 
facility was set up and 
signed by 300 people. 

Around 50 angry resi¬ 
dents attended a heated 
meeting of North Luton 
Area Board (NLAB) on 
Wednesday night com¬ 
plaining they had not been 
consulted. 

The NLAB members uni¬ 
versally rejected the coun¬ 
cil’s plans, and extended 
the consultation period 
until tomorrow. 

Residents spoke out after 
the area was deemed ‘sur¬ 
plus land’ in a council 
report. Speaking at the 
meeting, Dawn Boother 
said: “I value the Lea 
Manor fields intensely. 

“You keep calling it sur¬ 
plus land but it has always 
been part of the Lea 
Manor fields. 

“This is our land.

Court out! The councillors 
summonsed over tax bills

SIX councillors across 
Bedfordshire have been 
summonsed to court by their 
own authorities for failing to pay 
council tax in the last five years. 

In June, two councillors from 
Luton Borough Council 
Councillor Jacqui Burnett, portfo¬ 
lio holder for people and places, 
and Councillor Asma Rathore, a 
former deputy mayor of the town 
- were exposed for not paying the 
tax. Now a fresh Freedom of 


Information request by Luton On 
Sunday has revealed two council¬ 
lors at Central Bedfordshire 
Council and another two at 
Bedford Borough Council - both 
members of the executive 
committee - have also received a 
summons. 

Thirty one councillors have also 
been sent reminders to pay the tax 
across the three authorities since 
2011. 

Henry Davis, campaign manag¬ 
er at the Taxpayers’ Alliance, said 
councillors ‘should be leading by 
example’. He added: “Council tax

has risen by almost 60 per cent in 
Luton and 70 per cent in Bedford 
in the last two decades so 
taxpayers have every right to be 
angry that their money is being 
spent pursuing elected represent¬ 
atives who haven’t paid on time.” 

Data from Central Bedfordshire 
Council revealed Conservative 
Councillor John Saunders 
(Stotfold and Langford) had to be 
sent a court summons, along with 
another who has since left the 


authority. A spokesman for 
Central Bedfordshire Council said 
Councillor Saunders was on 
holiday when the reminders 
arrived and later paid in full, 
adding ‘as with all of us, mistakes 
can happen’. 

All three authorities say they 
treat councillors the same as 
other residents when claiming 
unpaid tax. 

A spokeswoman for Bedford 
Borough Council said: “Action is 
taken quickly to ensure all 
amounts owed are paid before the 
need to go to court.”

Man’s 19,000 mile trip 
to fill family tree gaps

A MAN is making the journey all the 
way from New Zealand to Luton to 
piece together his dad’s time in the 
town. 

Bill Thompson, 62, who lives in Te 
Aroha, will be arriving next month for 
the first time to see if he can track 
down any relatives from his father’s 
first marriage. 

Mr Thompson said: “In England he 
married a woman called May Lloyd 
and it would be great to see if any of 
her relatives are still living in Luton.” 

His father, William Arthur 
Thompson was a Kiwi himself and 
was working at the Vauxhall plant 
during the Second World War, over¬ 
seeing the shadow factory which 
produced Churchill tanks. 

Unfortunately this made the town a 
target for the Luftwaffe and Mr 
Thompson’s first wife, their young 
daughter Barbara and son Ian were 
killed in the August 30, 1940, air raid 
on the plant, which killed 30 people 
and injured around 220. 

Bill Thompson is one of four chil¬ 
dren from William’s second marriage 
to Brenda when he returned to New 
Zealand. 

Mr Thompson said: “With my father 
and his siblings having passed away it 



has been a slow process to establish 
the events of my fathers life. 

“As you can imagine my father rare¬ 
ly spoke of his first family. I think it 
was too painful for him, but he told 
little bits to my older brother, who 
passed away in 1997, and to my two 
older sisters and myself. We’re only 
here because of that one incident - it’s 
very much a case of ‘what ifs’.” 

One piece of information he already 
holds about his dad’s former life is 
that the family lived in Earley Avenue, 


which changed its name to Wilsden 
Avenue in 1948. 

Mr Thompson plans to arrive in 
Luton on September 2, where he 
hopes to visit the memorial for those 
who were killed in the 1940 air raid. 

Mr Thompson added: “Hopefully 
there is a happy ending for her family 
as there was for my father.”

“Based on the review find¬ 
ings, LCCG and NHS England 
will not be seeking new pro¬ 
viders to run Moakes Medical 
Centre after the contract 
expires on January 31 2017.”

Man threatened in family feud over love’ marriage 


A FAMILY feud over a ‘love 
match’ marriage saw a man 
forced to hide behind the door 
of a Luton shop while a relative 
stood outside with a large knife 
shouting ‘I want to kill you’.

He was removed but soon 
returned with a knife threaten¬ 
ing to kill Mr Chaudry, accord¬ 
ing to the prosecution.

Defendant ‘shaking’ 
after alleged attack

A FRIEND of one of the 
defendants in the Atul Shah 
murder trial told a jury how 
the man was ‘visibly shak¬ 
ing’ six days after the alleged 
killing. 

Darren Spillane told Luton 
Crown Court Brian Edge - 
who is accused of allowing 
two men to ‘clean up’ at his 
Harthill Drive flat in Luton 
after the alleged attack - was 
distressed when he drove to 
pick him up from his home in 
January. 

Mr Spillane said he asked 
his friend of 15 years: “You 
haven’t killed someone, have 
you?” and his friend replied 
that he thought he had been 
involved in ‘something like 
that’. Mr Edge, 56, is on trial

with four others facing charg¬ 
es in connection with the 
death of 47-year-old Mr Shah, 
who was allegedly bludg¬ 
eoned to death at his Crescent 
Road flat in Luton in the early 
hours of January 6. 

It is alleged that Kyle 
Pitchford-Price and Luke 
West - Mr Edge’s step son - 
attacked Mr Shah with a 
dumbbell and poured chemi¬ 


cals on his face after going to 
his home to steal cannabis 
plants. They both plead not 
guilty to murder but Mr West 
admits manslaughter. 

Mr Edge pleads not guilty to 
assisting an offender and 
doing an act tending or 
intended to pervert the 
course of public justice. 

Mr Pitchford-Price, of 
Dovehouse Hill Luton, 
Corrina Armstrong, 21, of the 
same address, and Callum 
Holton of Milton Road, Luton, 
all plead not guilty to con¬ 
spiring to rob Mr Shah. Mr 
West, of Abbots Wood Road, 
Luton, pleads guilty to that 
offence. Pitchford-Price and 
Miss Armstrong admit con¬ 
spiring to do acts tending or 
intended to pervert the 
course of public justice. 

The trial continues.

Around 20 caravans parked up on the 
grounds over the weekend.

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Big problem with 
dumps at Downs

FLYTIPPING at a nature 
beauty spot is a ‘regular 
occurence’ according to the 
Wildlife Trust. 

A mountain of rubbish 
including two large sofas was 
dumped at Blow’s Downs - 
the steep chalk hills rising 
from the edges of Luton and 
Dunstable - on Saturday 
morning. 

The incident is not the first, 
according to Esther Clarke, 
who is the Wildlife Trust’s 
reserves officer for Blow’s 
Downs. 

She told Luton on Sunday: 
“Unfortunately fly tipping is 
a fairly regular occurrence - 
it’s an obvious nuisance as it 
blocks entrances, can prove a 
health and safety danger to 
the public due to the way it 
has been dumped, plus as 
there are grazing cattle on 
site it can present a danger for 
the welfare of livestock.” 

Not only is it a problem at 
the Downs, it is a source of 
concern for councils across 
the region. 

This newspaper revealed on 
its front page in June that 
Luton Borough Council was 
introducing a new £400 fine 


for flytipping to try and curb 
the problem. 

The pile of litter at Blow’s 
Downs was so large it was 
visible from the road. 

The flytipping itself was 
witnessed by two people at 
10am, one of whom managed 
to get the registration num¬ 
ber of the vehicle involved. 

A dog walker also chal¬ 
lenged the people doing it but 
was ‘threatened’ by them. 

Access to the site was 
through a council entrance 


barrier which had a broken 
padlock - cut earlier in the 
year by the emergency ser¬ 
vices when someone had had 
a heart attack on the reserve. 

Esther said the council ‘are 
aware of this’ and would also 
be removing the rubbish. 

She added: “We’d like to 
extend a big thank you to 
members of the public who 
report these incidents as it’s 
with their help - as with this 
incident - that those who fly 
tip can be stopped.”

Danger warning issued after arson in two fields 


POLICE are appealing for information and warn¬ 
ing the public about the dangers of arson 
following two field fires in the area this week. 

A fire broke out at a field in Totternhoe on 
Wednesday, where it is believed that a bale was 
set alight, engulfing the field in smoke. 

The blaze in Totternhoe came just two days 
after a similar incident at a field in Tea Green on 
Monday. 

It is believed the Tea Green fire was started at 
around 6pm in a field in Stony Lane before 
spreading quickly and causing damage to 80 
straw bales that were on the site. 


North Herts Police is investigating the Tea 
Green fire as it fell on the Herts border. 

Chief Inspector Julie Wheatley said: “Setting 
fire to a field is extremely dangerous - those 
involved in this could find themselves trapped 
by the fire. They are also not only endangering 
their lives, but the lives of others including 
farmers and people working in fields nearby. 

“We are taking these incidents extremely 
seriously. Thousands of pounds worth of dam¬ 
age has been done to these fields as a result.”

HOW much do tattoos say 
about a person? Does having 
one affect your chances of 
landing that dream job? 

There’s no escaping the fact 
tattoos and piercings are 
becoming more common - 
around one in five adults in 
the UK is ‘inked’, according 
to a 2015 survey by Askjeeves. 

That number rises to one in 
three for young people, and 
this week they have made 
headlines for potential links 
to cancer. 

We have all read or heard 
stories about people asked to 
cover up, or even being 
turned down for jobs because 
of their tattoos. 

But is it still an issue in 
2016? 

Many parlours - including 
Black Line Fever in 
Biggleswade - refuse to tat¬ 
too body parts which can be 
seen outside of office dress, 
because of the perceived 
effect they have on job pros¬ 
pects. 

Juke Tyler, of Black Line 
Fever, says: “Tattoos have 
become more socially accept¬ 
able, but they are less accept¬ 
able in the workplace. 

“We don’t tattoo anyone’s 
hands, necks or faces unless 
they have 40 per cent of their 
body covered. 



“Especially with clients 
under the age of 25, we 
encourage them not to get 
tattoos like that because they 
do affect your job chances 
because they can’t be cov¬ 
ered by a shirt cuff or collar.” 

Should parlours be so con¬ 
cerned about their clients’ 
job prospects? 

Not according to one 
Bedford HR consultant, who 
believes times have changed: 
tattoos no longer affect your 
job prospects. 


Carol Scott, who runs her 
own H R & Business 
Consulting firm, says that an 
employee’s appearance now 
plays second fiddle to their 
ability to do their job. 

But admits being able to 
cover up the tattoo is an 
advantage. 

“It boils down to recruit¬ 
ment and can they do the 
job? And if they have to com¬ 
promise with appearance 
then so be it. 

“But I accept it depends on

the job. If you’re going for a 
job in a tattoo shop then of 
course tattoos are accepta¬ 
ble. But for other jobs, if 
they’re coverup-able then it’s 
neither here nor there. I think 
now, people don’t judge if 
you’re tattooed or not.” 

In fact, an employer is well 
within their rights not to hire 
someone because of visible 
tattoos. 

If you are already employed, 
dismissal can only be disput¬ 
ed in cases of discrimination. 


For example, if an employer 
only bans one certain type of 
tattoo because of personal 
beliefs. 

One stand-out story is that 
of jo Perkins, a sales consult¬ 
ant from Salisbury who, in 
2014, was fired after her boss 
discovered she had a small 
butterfly tattoo on her foot. 

This is a rare example, but 
does it betray the underlying 
attitude towards employees 
who have taken a trip to the 
parlour? 


Rebecca fones, online edi¬ 
tor for Business Matters mag¬ 
azine, also believes tattoos 
shouldn’t affect your chances 
of landing a top job. 

“In 2016 I don’t think that 
having tattoos or piercings 
should be a disadvantage 
when applying for a high level 
job,’’she said. 

“Whilst first impressions 
are important in any 
instance, and some organisa¬ 
tions have a dress code, mak¬ 
ing a snap decision on a 
prospective employee based 
on tattoos would be unfair, 
misguided and in many 
cases, I think inaccurate.”

WHEN Alvin Printwhistle is in the building, it’s 
like Elvis Presley never left it. 

Well known and hugely respected on the 
music scene, Alvin brings the King almost back 
to life with an ‘impeccable’ tribute show. 

It’s a long way since he first sang ‘Are You 
Lonesome Tonight’ for the first time - an event 
he described as sounding ‘like a zoo burning 
down’.

I n May this year the great 
and good of the pop music 
industry gathered to find 
out who had won the 2016 
Ivor Novello awards for 
song writing. 

The Ivors, as they are known, 
gave out gongs to Ed Sheeran 
for Best Song, Adele for 
Songwriter of the Year, Conor 
O’Brien of The Villagers for 
Best Album and 2014 sci-fi film 
Ex Machina for Best Film Score. 

But what the hangers-on 
glugging the free champagne 
may have forgotten that night at 
The Grosvenor Hotel in London 
is who the awards are named 
after. 

For much of the early 20th 
century Ivor Novello was one of 
the most famous entertainers in 
the UK after writing the hugely 
popular WWI song ‘Keep the 
Home Fires Burning’ at the age 



of just 17. Despite dying 
relatively young in 1951 at the 
age of 58, his many other songs, 
performances, musicals and life 
continue to stir huge interest 
today. 

Novello appeared as a 
character in 2001’s film Gosford 
Park, which was said to be the 
inspiration for Downton Abbey 
and there’s continued 
speculation about his sexuality; 
Novello was gay and had 
relationships with several men 


including war poet Siegfried 
Sassoon. 

In Wales Novello is 
particularly celebrated as he 
came from a musical Cardiff 
family. His mother was a 
singing teacher and conductor 
and it was she who took the 
young Ivor to London after he 
had completed his musical 
training. 

The Cardiff house where he 
was born in 1893 on Cowbridge 
Road East to the west of River 
Taff is currently for sale with

V40: UK’s safest used car 


BY DAVID WHINYATES 

THE first ever safety accolade for 
used cars has gone to the Volvo 
V40 thanks to its ‘class-leading’ 
safety technology. 

The Swedish model has been 
presented with the Co-op Safe 
Used Car 2016 award - a new 
initiative by Co-op Insurance 
designed to highlight the safest 
used cars typically bought by 
families in the UK. 

Working in collaboration with 
safety experts Thatcham 
Research, Co-op Insurance 
awarded the inaugural trophy to 
the V40 with Driver Support Pack, 
which beat strong competition 
from the Volkswagen Golf and 
Nissan Qashqai to claim the title. 

In order to be in the running for 
the award - the first to recognise 
safety in the UK used car market 
- all the contenders had to have a 
five-star Euro NCAP crash test 
rating, C02 emissions of 120g/km 
or lower and be available to buy 
on the second-hand market for 
£15,000 or less. 

The cars were then evaluated 
further on their crash worthiness, 
which included ratings for adult, 
child and pedestrian protection, 
and the availability of autono¬ 
mous emergency braking (AEB). 

The Volvo V40 received the top 
rating of five stars in its Euro 



NCAP crash test in 2012, and its 
overall scores are still the highest 
ever recorded by the safety 
assessment institute. 

The V40 was one of the first cars 
to have AEB as standard. The 
system works at speeds of up to 
31mph and will automatically 
apply the brakes if it senses a 
crash to avoid the collision or 
lessen its severity. The V40 was 
also the first car in the world to 
come with an airbag to protect 
pedestrians in an accident. 


The optional Driver Support 
Pack for the V40 provides class¬ 
leading safety technology, includ¬ 
ing pedestrian and cyclist detec¬ 
tion, adaptive cruise control, lane 
keeping aid, blind spot informa¬ 
tion system with cross traffic 
alert, road sign information, and 
collision warning with full auto 
brake which is capable of working 
at all speeds. 

James Hillon, director of prod¬ 
ucts at Co-op Insurance, said: 

“We are keen to help educate 


people not only about car safety, 
but about what they should be 
thinking about before they even 
set foot on a car forecourt. 

“The Volvo V40 was awarded the 
accolade because it is a perfect 
example of a reasonably priced 
car that has a large number of 
safety features as standard, even 
on older models.” 

He added: “Where it really 
shines, though, is in the standard 
of collision-avoidance technology 
available.”

IT’S the plea being made by hot 
hatch fans since the Peugeot 308 
was voted European Car of the 
Year.

So the French manufacturer 
delivered a model, or two, to 
get pulses racing in the shape 
of the 308 GTi by PEUGEOT 
SPORT. 

Powered by a 1.6-litre THP 
stop/start petrol engine, it is up 
for grabs in two versions - one 
developing a handy 250bhp, 
the other an even more sizzling 
270bhp. 

From the 205 GTi to the latest 
208 GTi and RCZ R, Peugeot 
has sold its sportier models to 
more than 800,000 customers, a 
number sure to rocket with this 
latest dynamic duo. 

With exclusive styling front and 
rear, the 308 GTi certainly looks 
the part. 

It sits I I mms lower than the 
standard 308 and has full LED 
headlamps flanking a black radia¬ 
tor grille, its air intake surround¬ 
ed by sequential LED indicators 
while two front 


spoilers sit below the bumper. 

And the theme is continued 
inside with sports seats, red 
stitching on the upholstery, door 
panels and gear lever, and there 
are alloy pedals, foot rest and 
gearknob along with a small but 
chunky flat-bottomed steering 
wheel. 

There’s also a 9.7-inch touch¬ 
screen, DAB radio, sat nav, 
Bluetooth and a reversing 
camera 

Want the full fat experience 
with extra octane and the GTi 
comes as standard with a Driver 
Sport Pack. 

A prod on the centre console 
Sport button switches the 
display from white to red and 
shows info like power, torque, 
boost and both lateral and 
longitudinal acceleration on the 
central read-out. 

It also boosts the engine’s 
soundtrack and alters the 
accelerator pedal mapping for a 
more engaging driving 
experience. 

That’s exactly what you get too 
from a car that’s composed on 
urban roads, grips like a go-kart 
round country bends and feels 
properly planted if you open up 
on the motorway. 

Cabin space is comfortable for 
four and there’s a decent size 
boot.

SCREEN CHANGE SAFETY WARNING 


CAR SALES TO FLY INTO CYBERSPACE

DRIVERS of cars equipped with high tech safety systems are being warned to 
double check if they have a replacement windscreen fitted. 

Safety experts at Thatcham Research say that devices such as lane departure 
warning systems and emergency braking sensors may need to be recalibrated 
when a damaged windscreen is changed. 

So-called Advanced Driver Assistance Systems (ADAS) use cameras and other types 
of sensors which are normally located between the glass and the rear view mirror. 
Thatcham Research, in conjunction with National Windscreens and Nationwide 
Crash Repair Centreshave now drawn up a code of practice for technicians. 

“ADAS systems have become an integral feature on modern cars, with 
motorists increasingly putting their trust in the additional layer of safety that 
this technology provides,” said Andrew Miller, chief technology officer at 
Thatcham Research. 

“This code of practice is a recognition by the industry that, whilst ADAS 
technology is helping make vehicles that much safer, it is also going to put a 
much greater emphasis on ensuring that safety levels remain unaffected 
following a repair.” 

He said that motorists must make sure the safety devices have been checked 
to make sure they work correctly after a replacement and if in doubt should 
consult their local dealer. 

Roadside windscreen fitters also have a responsibility to inform the driver if 
the safety sensors have been properly calibrated. 

Mr Miller said that motorists needed to be aware of the technology fitted to their 
vehicles and should be encouraged to ask questions to ensure that the technology 
has been handled in the right way if a windscreen has to be replaced. 



Thatcham says that around six per cent of vehicles in the UK currently 
have ADAS technology and the number is expected to increase to 40 per 
cent by 2020. 

“The industry is proactively putting a best practice framework in place, 
which should provide great confidence to motorists that their safety is at 
the very heart of this initiative,” added Mr Miller. 

“However, motorists themselves do have a responsibility in ensuring they 
remain safe on the road and they are encouraged to ask questions 
following any repair to the windscreen to satisfy themselves that the 
technology on their car is being properly handled. If in any doubt, it’s 
imperative that they consult their own dealer for confirmation.”

FORGET going to your friendly local dealer - car buying is 
set to move into cyberspace within the next five years. 

The prediction comes from a video company which believes that 
in the not too distant future the process of buying and selling cars 
will be done almost entirely remotely using video technology. 
Consumers already use video extensively in the shopping process, 
with 75 per cent of car buyers watching videos to research their 
next purchase before ever setting foot in a car showroom. 

And as smartphone software becomes ever more 
sophisticated and super-fast technology is introduced, that 
trend is expected to accelerate. 

Motorists will be haggling with dealers, agreeing part- 
exchange prices remotely and selling cars privately, all using 
video communication rather than face-to-face negotiation. 
The predictions come from automotive video specialist, 
CitNOW, which has published a paper on the current and 
future roles of video in automotive business. 

Video is already used by the car industry across the UK, 
with more than 50 per cent of the franchised dealer network 
using some form of personalised service to help customer 
relations in both car sales and workshops. 

CitNOW CEO Alistair Horsburgh says: “Within five years, 
the entire process of buying a new car, from researching 



different models to agreeing a price and a specification, will 
be done remotely. Motorists wont ever have to visit the 
showroom, except perhaps to pick up the car they’ve ordered.” 
CitNOW’s research paper found that, through the use of 
personalised video, not only were motorists more likely to 
return to the same dealership for future purchases, but 
transactions were made quicker. 

“It all sounds a bit daunting,” says Horsburgh, “but it’s the way 
the whole industry is going. Consumers these days expect 
this level of convenience, speed and quality of service.”

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Lizzie’s hopes are 
put into jeopardy 


LIZZIE Armitstead will be 
going for gold for Great 
Britain in the women’s 
Olympic road race this even¬ 
ing, after a torrid week that 
has seen her avoid a ban from 
UK Anti-Doping for missing 
three drugs tests. 

Watching her interviews 
from Thursday she looked 
drained, which begs the ques¬ 
tion: how on earth is she 
going to be in peak condition, 
both physically and mentally, 
when it’s time to compete? 

Four years ago, Armitstead 
started the trickle that led to 
the flood of medals for Team 
GB in London by winning sil¬ 
ver in the same event and was 
the favourite to finish on top 
of the podium in Rio. 

Otley’s finest was favourite 
for a reason - she’s the reign¬ 
ing world champion after 
claiming her first rainbow jer¬ 
sey after several near misses 
in September last year. 

She’s been especially domi¬ 
nant in 2016, winning four 
events on the UCI Women’s 



World Tour, which includes 
claiming the yellow jersey at 
the Women’s Tour in June. 

I interviewed Armitstead 
after the final stage of this 
event in Kettering, completely 
unaware that just over a week 
before she had missed her 
third test within the last 12 
months, putting her at risk of 
a two-year ban. 

A ‘family emergency’ was 
the reason given for this 
instance, but it was the cir¬ 
cumstances behind the first 
missed test last August that 
saw her appeal to the Court of 
Arbitration for Sport (CAS) 
eventually upheld. 

Armitstead successfully 


argued that she was at the 
‘whereabouts’ she provided 
UKAD - a hotel during a 
World Cup event in Sweden - 
but that the testing official 
‘didn’t do what was reasona¬ 
ble and necessary to find me’. 

So despite missing a call 
because her phone was on 
silent, this test was declared 
void by CAS. 

My immediate reaction was 
that she had been rather lucky 
to have been let off, given how 
Christine Ohurugou was 
banned for a year after being 
charged with the same 
offence in 2006. 

You’d think she would have 
been extra careful after her 
second missed test, one that 
she admits was her fault, in 
October, which meant she 
had to go another ten months 
without a third strike against 
her. 

However, too many jumped 
to conclusions, saying she 
must have had something to 
hide, despite the fact that she 
tested negative the day after

Then there’s the reaction of 
her French rival Pauline 
Ferrand-Prevot, who branded 
CAS’ decision ‘shameful.’

BEDFORDSHIRE remain 
without a win in this sea¬ 
son’s Minor Counties 
Championship after rain 
brought an early end to their 
match against 
Cambridgeshire at March. 

Their opener Luke Thomas 
had struck a magnificent 
century to give Beds a 
chance of victory in what 
was a strong second innings 
from the visitors, as he made 
101 off 202 balls. 

A declaration just after 
lunch gave Cambridgeshire 
a victory target of 288; one 
they looked set to make a 
decent fist of chasing as 
Asim Butt and Nesan 
layaratnum piled on 109 
between them for the open¬ 
ing wicket. 

However, Butt falling off

The visitors won the toss 
and chose to bat and made a 
reasonable start that saw 
Ben Howgego make 55 
against his former county, 
but his dismissal triggered a 
mid-order collapse. 

Bedfordshire were 112-2 
when he edged losh Arksey 
to Cambridgeshire wicket¬ 
keeper losh Bowers and they 
were to slide to 135-6 from 
there - four wickets coming 
at the expense of 23 runs. 


Arksey was the man that 
did most of the damage, as 
he took an excellent 5-59, 
with 79 from Beds captain 
Andy Reynoldson proving 
important as his team were 
bowled out for 260. 

But the visitors’ bowlers 
were to reply in kind during 
Cambridgeshire’s innings, 
ensuring their hosts could 
never get on top.

A ‘EUPHORIC’ Nathan Jones hailed the 
goalscoring performance of striker 
Danny Hylton, as Luton beat promo¬ 
tion-tipped Plymouth 3-0, and crowed: 
“I’m glad he’s mine.” 

The forward, signed from Oxford in 
the summer, opened his and the 
Hatters’ account in impressive away- 
day fashion at Home Park to send his 
new club to the top of League Two after 
the first day of the season. 

“Danny Hylton’s performance up front 
was just wonderful,” said Jones, adding: 
“It’s just everything about him. He’s a 
work-horse, he’s great around the 
changing room, he’s just a character, 
he’s a different level and we’re just so 
glad we have him. We knew that. That’s 
the recruitment. 

“I know people who have played with 
him, I know what people say about him, 
I know how he was when I watched 
games. 

“He was that type of player when we 
were just about to play them [Oxford]. 
He was a threat, he scored against us 
and he just ticks boxes for me. I like him 
and I’m glad he’s mine.” 

Hylton was impressive in pre-season 
but only managed one goal from the 
penalty spot and Jones added: “Danny 


was clinical [against Plymouth] and I’m 
glad that he scored because he’s actu¬ 
ally been beating himself up in pre¬ 
season for not being as prolific as he 
would have liked, but he was outstand¬ 
ing and I thought we were excellent.” 

Hylton’s strike partner Jack Marriott 
also got off the mark, scoring Town’s 
second goal before substitute Jonathan 
Smith tucked home an injury time 
third. 

The two forwards are among the 
favourites for the fourth-tier golden 
boot this term and Jones said: “I hope 
there won’t be a better strike force in the 
division, but I’m very pleased with 
them. I’m very pleased that I have them 
and no-one else has them. 

“The club have done very well to keep 
hold of Jack and then we’ve done very 
well to recruit Danny, so we have to 
keep those. 

“But then we have others that can take 
the loads off them. It would be wrong to 
single out a certain department.” 

On the victory, Jones said: “It’s a really 
good start. There are always results like 
this on the first day that don’t tell true 
stories, but we are very pleased to have 
got the result. I’m very proud and prob¬ 
ably a little bit euphoric, if I’m honest, 
because I didn’t envisage that, but I 
wanted to start well. 

“I know last year they didn’t start well 
and didn’t win in five games but we’ve 
put that to bed. Now we have to build on 
that.”

PLYMOUTH ARGYLE 0 

LUTON TOWN 3 

YOU can keep your surname-based hotel 
jokes to yourself but Danny Hylton, Jack 
Marriott and Luton Town are up and run¬ 
ning. Three away goals and top of League Two 
- season openers don’t come much better 
than this. 

Plymouth Argyle has been a happy hunting 
ground for the Hatters’ last two campaigns - 
1-0 victories in each - but this was better than 
both of those combined; packed full of prom¬ 
ise, purpose and penetration. 

But for a shaky start - a cage-rattling opening 
10 minutes after captain Alan Sheehan injured 
his calf seconds before kick-off, to be replaced 
by Scott Cuthbert - Nathan Jones’ new-look 
side were imperious against a Pilgrims side 
expected to match Luton as promotion 
challengers. 

“I’m a really proud manager,” said the Town 
boss, adding: “We were the better side, have no 
doubt about it. We had the better chances, we 
had clear-cut chances and, from start to finish, 
they were outstanding. 

“The work-rate, the desire to do well, the 
desire to defend, was superb and that’s what 
I’m proud of. We weren’t fluent but we showed 
we have other facets to us. It should have been 
more. I’m not speaking after the fact but I 
thought we were excellent - a real top-class 
away performance.” 

Chief architect of that was Hylton, who 
bullied and harassed the hosts and gave the 
Hatters an anchor point to steady themselves 


and then take charge. 

The striker opened his account on 50 
minutes, which was no more than he deserved, 
and it was celebrated in song - “super Danny 
Hylton” - from 1,094 rapturous Town fans, sat 
right in front his thumping volley. Instant 
adoration. 

Then Marriott doubled the lead on 69 


minutes with pace and a finish of unerring 
confidence. He’s a man that loves Home Park, 
after his winner here last term. 

So comfortable were Luton that, not only did 
they survive an additional six minutes, minus 
Dan Potts - sent off harshly in the 89th minute 
for a second bookable offence - they went on to 
notch a third. 


Jonathan Smith had only been introduced as 
an 88th minute substitute when he squirmed 
the ball beneath Argyle keeper Luke 
McCormick. The man who teed him up? 
Hylton. A clear man-of-the-match among a 
group of players, none of whom were marked 
below an eight out of 10. 

The former Oxford hitman was one of four 
Town debutants in a starting 11 with an aver¬ 
age age of 24 years, while the Pilgrims handed 
seven players their bows. The hosts looked a 
good outfit for 10 minutes after the pre-kick¬ 
off Sheehan drama, but though Luton bent, 
they didn’t break. And, once they settled into a 
rhythm, the groove stuck. 

If anything, as Jones assessed, they should 
have won by a greater margin as Glen Rea and 
Johnny Mullins both headed high and wide in 
a goalless first half and Marriott was thwarted 
by McCormick in the second. 

An off-target David Goodwillie overhead kick 
Graham Carey free-kick was all the hosts had 
to show for their first 45 minutes. 

Luton upped the ante after the interval and, 
five minutes later, Town took a deserved lead. 
Marriott should have connected with Stephen 
O’Donnell’s cross, but his loss was Hylton’s 
gain and as the frontman pounced on the 
loose ball to open his Hatters account. 

Not to be outdone, Marriott clinically 
finished off a Cameron McGeehan through- 
ball, turning on the afterburners and caress¬ 
ing past McCormick. 

After Argyle striker Jimmy Spencer squan¬ 
dered a chance to half the deficit, Luton made 
them pay even more. 

First Cuthbert - magnificent after his last- 
second call-up - almost added a third and, 
though Potts got his marching orders, Smith 
did score, rounding off a stunning first day of 
the season. May they all be like this.
